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^ PEACHES. 

Peach orchards of great extent, containing many thoufand trees, 
ire cultivated in the middle and fouthern ftates for the purpofes of 
die diftillery, and as the foil in the New-England ftates i«s equally 
favourable to the production of this delicious fruit, they no doubt will 
loon be extenfively cultivated here for the fame purpofe. In the 
interior, in rich foil, peach trees live long, thrive generally well, and 
produce great quantities of fruit ; but of late years, in fomc places,' 
.hey have been found fubject to premature decay, even in rich ground 
often dying in the fecond and third year of bearing. This has been 
attributed to various caufcs; by fome to the degeneracy of the foil, 
id the ncglcifting to manure them ; by others to the fuppofed alter¬ 
ation of the climate, the changes from heat to cold being thought by! 
them to be more fudden and violent than forme-tly, when the coun¬ 
try was more in foreft. But the true caufes feem to be the following, 

1. The fly that depefils its egg near the root, and there forms a worm 

2. The burfting of tlie bark by fevere frofts in wet winters. 3. The 
fp lit ting of the limbs at the fork of the tree. 

'The fiv, which is blue, but not a wafp, begins its attack about the 
middle of July, and continues its depredations till September. It! 
* wounds the tender part of the bark, until the communication be-! 
? tween the root and the branches is cut ofT, caufing the death of the 
tree. To guard againft this, raile a little hillock in the month of June 
round the tree, about a foot high, fo as completely to cover that part 
of the bark, which is moift and tender at the furface of the ground 
This hillock will not ftand fo long at one height, as to make the bark 
above tender, as the rain will gradually wafli it down. It muft be 
again railed every fummer. To take out the worm, the roots arc un¬ 
covered, and the fpot looked for where the gum oozes out ; follow 
jthe cavity round with the point of a knife, until you come to the 
ifolid wood, and lay the whole open ; the worm v/ill be found with 
a white body and black head, which muft be deftroyed, and the holes 
filled up with cow-dung, rendered adhefive by fand or lime, core and 
! a flies. Soap-fuds heated after a family wafli, and poured on the roots 1 
about the middle of Auguft, has been ufed with luccefs in deftroying 
the eggs, or the young worms. 

j According to Mr. John Ellis,of New-Jerfey, the injury arifing from 
the worm may be prevented in the following wav : “ In the Spring 
when the bloflbms are out, clear away the dirt, fo as to expoie the root 
to the depth of three inches ; furround the tree with ftraw about 3 
feet long, applied lengthways, fo as that it may have a covering one 
inch thick, which extends to the bottom of the hole, the burr ends of 
the ftraw refling upon the ground at the bottom ; hind thi< ftra*.\ 
roun^ the tree with three bands, one near the top. one at the middle, 
and the other at the furface of tlie earth ; then fill up the holeat the 
root with earth,and prefsit clofeJy round with ftraw. When the whirt 
llrofts appear, the ftraw ftiould be removed .a ud the tree remain uncov-

—Many virtues have of late year9 been found in 
the roots of the blackberry vine, but the ufe of the fruit for medi¬ 
cinal purpofes is not fo generally known ; whilft it is a much more 
palatable medicine than the tea made from the roots, its ufefulnels, 
particularly amongfl children afiliiSted with trowel complaints, is per¬ 
haps greater. The following is the method of making this fyrup :— 
Take the fruit before very ripe, extra# the juice, and to each quart 
add one pound of white fugar, fk-im and boil it about half an h«ur, 
when cool enough to bottle add a fmall tea cup full of brandy. From 
one to four table fpoons full, may be taken frequently, as age and cir 
cum fiances may require.

FORMATION OF CLOUDS . 

It is now known that a separation of the latent heat 
from the aqueous particles, of which vapour is composed, 
is attended with a condensation of that vapour in some, 
•degree : in such case, it lirst appears as a smoke, mist, 
,or fog, which, if interposed between the earth and the 
[sun, form a cloud, and the same causes continuing to ( 
[operate, produce rain or snow. It is however abundant-; 
jlv evident, that some other cause besides mere heat or! 
•cold is concerned in the formation of clouds and conden-j 
sation of atmospherical vapour. This cause, it is suppo-j 
sed, is, in a great degree, the electrical fluid ; indeed 
electricity is now so generally admitted as an agent ill 
jail the great operations of Nature, that it is no wonder to 
jftnd the formation of clouds attributed to it ; and this has 
accordingly been given by F.Beccaria as the cause of the 
formation of all clouds whatever, whether of thunder, 
| rain, hail, or snow. The height of the clouds is 
[often not more than 7 or 800 yards above the ground ; 
sometimes thunder-clouds appear actually to touch the 
hills with one of their edges, but the generality of clouds 
are suspended about a mile or little more from the ground. 

The motions of the clouds, tho’ mostly directed by the 
wind, are not always so, especially when thunder is a- 
bout to ensue ; in this case they are seen to move very 
klowly, or even appear quite stationary for some time, 
iThe reason of this probably is, that they are impelled by 
[two opposite streams of air nearly of equal strength. In 
(some cases the motion of the clouds evidently depend on 
the electricity, independent of any current of air what¬ 
ever. The shape of the clouds are also probably owing 
to their degree of electricity ; for, in those seasons in 
which great commotions have been excited in the air,the 
clouds are seen assuming strange and whimsical- shapes, 
which are continually varying. The uses of the clouds 
arc evident; as from them proceeds the ran that refresh¬ 
es the earth ; and without which, according to the pres¬ 
ent state.of nature, the whole surface of the earth would 
!,be a mere desart. In the more secret operations of na- 
























iifliire too, where the electric fluid is concerned, the cloudy 
hear a principal share, and chieflj serve as a medium for 
, conveying that fluid from the atmosphere into the earth, 
or from the earth into the atmosphere. 


SPECIMEN OF INDIAN HEROISM. 

Pifkaret, with 4 other captains, fct out from Trois Rivieres in one; 
canoe, each balng provided with 3 fuzees. In two days they reached 
Sorel River, where they perceived five canoes of the Five Nations 
with ten men in oach. At fir ft thole of the live Nations believed 
^Pilkaret’s canoe Was the van of feme confidcrable party, and tlicrc- 
1 fore went from it with all rhe force of their paddles. When they faw 
that after a confiderable time no others followed, they returned, and 
-as foon as they came within call, raifed their war fliout, which they 
' called Saftaknc, and bid Piikaret and his companions to furrender. 
He anfwered, that he was their prifoner, and that he ould no longer 
furvivc the captain they had burnt ; but that he might not be accu-| 
fed of furrendering cowardly,he bid them advance to the middle of the 
river, which they did with lurprifing fwifrnefs. Piikaret had on firft 1 
feeing them, loaded his arms with 2 bullets each,which he joined with 
a piece of wire ten inches long, with defign to tear the canoes (which 
t could not fail to do, they being made of birch, bark,) and gave his 
ompanions direction,each to chufe a canoe, and level his fliot between 
vind and water. As the canoes approached he made as if he intended 
to efcape, and to prevent him thofe of the Five Nations feparated fromf 
each other with too much precipitation and furrounded him. The 
Andjrtlndacks, the better to amufe the enemy, fung their death fong, 
as icady to furrender themfelvcs, when every one n(ok his piece and 
lircd upon the canoes, which they reiterated three times with the arms 
that lay ready. Thofe of the Five Nations were oxtremelv furprifed; 
for lire arms were (till terrible to them, and they tumbled out of their 
canoes which were torn to pieces by the fliot. The Andirondacks 
knocked them on the head in the water, except fome of their chiefs 
chat they made prifeners, whofc fate was ascruol as that of the Andi- 
rondack captain, who had been burnt alive with aggravated torments. 

Pifkarer was fo far from having his revenge glutted with this 
daughter, and the cruelty with which he made his prifoners die, that 
it feemed rather to give a keener edge to it ;—for he foon after at¬ 
tempted another enterpriie, in which the boldeft of his countrymen 
durft not accompany him. 

As he was well acquainted with the country of the Five Nations,he' 
fet out alone about the time that the fnow began to melt, with the 
precaution of putting the hinder part of his war fhoes forward, that ill 
any ftiould happen upon his footfteps, they might think he was gone 
,the contrary way*; and for further fccurity went along fide a ridgej' 
where the fnow was melted, and where his footfteps could not be dif-j 
coveced,but in a few places. When he found himfelf near one of the 
villages of the Five Nations, he hid himfelf in a hollow tree : In thej 
night he found a place nearer at hand, and more proper to retire into! 
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Mor the execution of any enterprize. It was in four piles of wood, 

F {landing clofe together, which the Indiana had provided againft bufy 1 
times, in the middle of which was a fmall hollow place. The whole* 
village was fad afleep, when he entered a cabin, killed four perfons 
.being all that were in the houfe, took ofF their lculps, and then re¬ 
turned quietly to his hole. 

In the morning the whole village was in an uproar, as foon as the 
murder was difeovered, and the young men made all pof&blc haile to, 
follow the murderer. They difeovered Pilkarct’s ft otfteps, which ap¬ 
peared to them as if he had fled ; this encouraged them in their pur¬ 
suit : Sometimes they loft the track, and foinctimes found it again, 
till at laft they entirely loft it where the fnow was melted, and they 
were forced to return after much ufelefs fatigue. Pifkaret, quiet in 
the midft of his enemies waited with impatience for night. As foon 
as he faw that it was time to u<ft, (viz. in the lirft part of the night 
when the Indians are cbferved to llecp very found,) he entered into 
another cabin where lie kiiled every perfon in it, and immediately re-‘ 
tired to his woodpile. In the morning there Was a greater outcry than 
before, nothing wasfeen but wailing, tears, and a general conftcrna- 
tion. Every one runs in queft of the murderer, but no track wa? to 
he feen bcfidcs that which they faw the day before. They fearched, 
■the fwamps, woods, and clefts of the rocks, but no murderer was to 
be found. They began to fufpetft Piikaret, whofe boldnefs and cun¬ 
ning were too well known to them. It was finally agreed that two 
men the next night fhould watch in every cabin. All day long he 
was contriving fome new ftratagem, and in the night he flips out off 
his place ; he approaches one of the cabins as quietly as poflible and 
peeps through a hole to fee what could be done, there he perceived 
guard on watch ; he went to another, where he found the fame care. 

When he difeovered that they were every where upon their guard 
he refolved to ftrike his laft blow, and o‘jened a door, where he found 
a centinel nodding with a pipe in h s mouth, Pifkaret fplit his fkull 
with his hatchet, but had not time to take his fcalp, for another In¬ 
dian, who watched at the other end of the cabin, rr.ifed the cry, and 
Pifkaret fled. The whole village was immediately in an uproar, while 
he got ofF as faft as he could ; many purfued him, but as be was foj 
fwift as to run down the deer and wild cows,the purfuit gave him ncj' 
juneafinefs; when he perceived they came near him,he hallooed to them, 
!to quicken their pace, then fpruug from them like a buck. W hen 
the gained any diftance, he would loiter till they came near, then hal- 
lne and fly. This he continued all day with a deftre to tire them cut. 
and they with the hope of overtaking him. 

As they purfued only a Tingle man, 5 or 6 of the nimbleft young ‘j 
warriors continued the chace, till being tired they were forced to reft j 
in the night, which when Pifkaret obferved he hid himfelf near them, 
in a hollow tree. They had r.ot time to take victuals with them, and) 
being wearied and hungry, and not apprehending any danger from a 
fmglc perfon that fled, they all foon fell afleep. Pifkaret obfcrved i 
them, fell upon their, one at a time, killed all of them, fealped theirs ^ 
and returned home. , _ A

SAGACITY OF THE DOG. 

In the very fevere winter betwixt the year* 1794 and 1795, as Mr.l 
Boultead’s fou was looking after his father’s llieep, on Great Salk cl d 
common,not far from Penrith in Cumberland, he had the misfortune 
to fall and break his leg. He was then 3 mites from home, no perfon! 
within call,and evening approaching. Under the impuife arifmg from! 
jthe defperate circumftances of his fituation, he folded one of his glovesj 
! iu his handkerchief, tied this about the neck of his dog, and ordered* 
him home. Dogs that are trained to an attendance ou docks are gen- 
erallyunder excellent fubje<5lion to the comma, id* of their mailers. The 
animal fet off; and arriving at the houfe,fcratched at the door for ad 
mittance. The parents were alarmed at his appearance; & concluding, 
on taking otTand unfolding the handkerchief, thac foine accident had 
befallen their fon^aflantly fet out in fearch of him. The dog needed no 
invitation. Apparently lenfiblethat the chief part of his duty was not* 
yet performed, he led the way, and conduced the anxious parents to' 
the 1 ‘pot where their fon lay. The young man was taken home ; and 
theneceflary aid being procured, he foon recovered. 

Daring the fame winter, as a farmer in BowSrink, Norfolk, was re¬ 
turning home in the evening, he w.u feized with a drowfinefs, which! 
caufed him to fall feveral times. He had however fufficient perfeve-j 
ranee to rile and continue his journey : but, at lafl, quite overcome by I 
the efFe&s of the intenfe froft, he fell, and had no longer the power to 
rife. When he was in this fituation, his dog, as if fenGble of its mailer s 
danger, getting upon hi* bread, flretched himfelf over him. By this 
means the a&ion of the lungs was preferved ; and th*e inceflant barking 
which the dog kept up,at length attra&iug all; (lance, the preservation 
“of the mailer’s life was thus effectually completed. 

The following inftanceof docility and faithfulnefs in a dog is copied 
from T. Young’s Effay on Humanity. It occurred fome years ago in the 
part of Scotland which borders onEngland, that a ihepherd had driven 
a part of his flock to a neighboring fair, leaving his dog to watch the re¬ 
mainder during that day and the next night, expecting to return the 
folfowingmoniing. Unfor:unately,h >werer,when at the fair, he forgot 
both his dog and £lieep,and did not return till the morniug of the third; 
day. His firft inquiry was, whether ht 3 dog had been feen ? 7 he an-] 
Twer was. No. Then,replied the fh pherd, with a toae »nd gefture of 
anguilh, be muft be dead, for I know he was too faithful to defert his 
charge. He Lnflautl v repaired to the heath. 7'he dog had juft fufiicieutj 
flrength remaining to crawl to his mailer’s feet, and exprefs his joy at 
his return *, and ahmoft unmediate’y after expired. 

A t the moment whei the ranks of thejmperlalifts were broken at the* 
famous battle of Calliglione, and the heat of the purluit was in propor¬ 
tion to the obflfnacy of the Cornell, Bonaparte coming up tothefpot 
where the thickeflof the combat had been, where F-ench andAuflrians 
larftrewed in horrible profufion, perceived one living object aroidft 
tho<e piles of eorpfe 3 , which was a Iitt ! e barbet-dog.

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( uorc i i vge t'.u a 1 ricu Je nt the mouruer»abforbed by the obie«T to wh»ch] 
he clang. Bi>n t Jarte, Vuck. with the fpeitacle, hopped his horle, cal-j 
ileJ his attendant around hi u,aud pomtea out Cue lubjedt ot hislpecu- 
lai iou. <{ The dog,” .'aid bona, arte. “ as if he had known me, removed! 
hib eyes from his mafler : and th; wing them on me for a momem rc-j 
fumed hi* former pofture ; but in tha momentary !<ok there was a 
mute eloquence beyond the power of language ; it wa* reproach. with: 
all the poignancy of bitternefs” — Bonaparte felt the appeal. he eon-! 
Arued the upbraidings of the animal into a comprehend w demat... of] 
mercy ; the fentiment was irrefiflible; it put to flight every h md 
lioftile feeling: Bonaparte gave orders to flop inflantly the carnage. j ; 

Mr. C. Hughes had a fpare wig that ufually hungou a peg in one of!, 
his rooms. He lent it one day to a friend, and fome time after called on J 
him, having hi* dog with him. The man happened to have the borrow¬ 
ed wig on his head ; but when Mr. Hughes had bid this perfon good 
morning, the dog remained behind,and for lome time flood looking full 
in the man’s face as he fat in his chair ; at lafl he luddenly jumped, fei- 
zed the wig, and ran off with it as faft as he could. When he reached 
ho.r.e he endeavoured by jumping to hagg up the wig in its u r ual place. 
The fame dog was one afternoon paffi.^jgthro’a field in the fkirts of the' 
town, where a walherwoman had hung out clothes to dry ; he flopped! 
and furveyed one particular lhirt with attention, and prefently feized 
and dragged it thro’ the dirt to his mafler, whofe fhirt it proved to be. 

Animals in many iuflaucesare pofle'Ted of fenfes muchfuperior to the 
fame faculties in man. The carrier pigeon is remarkable for llieaccura-' 
cy with which it returns to the fpot from whence it was conveyed. An 
eminent traveller allures us, that one of thefe birds will carry a letter 
from Babylon to Aleppo; performing in 43 hours, what is to a man 
a journey of 30 days. Every Turkifli bafhaw is faid to have a number 
of thefe pigeons, that have been bred in the fultan’s feraglio, which, on 
any emergent occauon he difpatches to Conflanrinople, with letters 
braced under hi* wings. The camels which travel over the fandy def- 
ertsof Arabia, know their way precifely, and are able to purfue their 
route, when the guide* are bewildered. A dog has the fame faculty: for 
if carried from home hoodwinked, and by a circuitous road,to a confid- 
; erable diflance, he will generally find his way back by the ncareft and 
rnoft direifl pafage. And the bee returns to the hive, from ercurfionsj 
of many mi'les, by fome power unknown to us ; for the eyes of this; 
infeT are fo convex, that it does not appear capable of feeing beyond* 
ibe fpace of a foot. Wnea four or five horfes travel in a line,the firft! 
always points his ears forward 3c the lafl points his backwards, whilej 
the intermediate ones feem quite carelefs in this refpecfl ; which feemsj 
piece of policy to prevent furprife There are fome parts of a horfej 
wnich he cannot conveniently rub, bu; he goes to another horfe, andj 
gently bites him in the part winch he withes td'b.r bitten, which isi 
immediately done by hi. intelligent friend. But when 1 perceive the 
fcveral actions and defigns of my dog, hi9 paflions more quick thanj 
thole of many men, his joy o- grief on a thoufand occafions,his a&iv-j 
jity aud docility, and his fidelity under good or under bad treatment,! 
1 ^ profefs it is impoffible to avoid being amazed. 
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I biK— ONF. ol' your readers, deeply affe&ed by the melancholy and 
frequent mftance* of cople fullering or perifliing zt lea, lor want of 
freih water, begs have to fudged, that per Iona in that deplorable iitu-, 
jation might |*Kvent in agicat degree the hor; .-.rs of exceilive third, 
by dipp.n^ the>r clothtt ini r fjit iuuter> and *iventing them ice). With this 
precaution, a very fmali fupply of.frefh water ,ii at all necelTary, might 
" e luflicient to fupport life fora long time. .Seafaring men know that 
colds are not eafily got at fca, and phyficiaus arc well acquainted with ‘ 
the powers of the abi'orbing vefitfs of the Ikin. 

WOOD. 

Tfiere is too little attention paid in tliis country to the prefer vat ion 
of Wood. At the rate we have gone on, there w ill fcarcely be timber 
enough to build a id fence, or fuel :o burn, in a few years more in any 
part of the country. A little caic and very little trout j would pic- 
ivent this threareued fcarcity. Let owner- f woodland ufe oaiy the 
(wood tha. is down, or the trees that are dead—or if theie are not fuf- 
ficient, cut the lead thrifty and where they are chicked, and always 
if polTible fence round fprou: carefully. Let owners of cleared land 
plant oak, chelixnt for fencing, walnut, and other ufeful & faff b 'row- 
ing tiee3, on very vacant lpots, along ro?ds, dreams, &c. Much of 
our pall u re land is often parched and ufelefs for want of lhade, where 
a few locuO or other trees would enrich the foil andftirnilli wood for 
ufe. A little attention from the prefent generation would preserve 
to puderity plenty of timber and fuel.

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MAD DOGS.

IT was hoped, by many, that the attention *xciud laft fummer in 
this vicinity, by l'everal inftance* of hydrophobia among dogs, would 
:have been the occafion of very much thinning their ranks, if not of 
(their total deflrucHion in this part of the country. But they feem as 
numerous as ever, and the owners of multitudes of them have been 
fo deftitute of patriotifm as to place them under the prote&ion of the 
law, by putting collars about their necks ; thereby manifefling a dif- 
pofition to preferve their Jives at the hazard of the lives and property 
of their fellow citizens.

| 4 Havinga flick in his hand, he fucceeded in defending himfelf, but was

How can any 
man of principle jufbfy himfelf in being, in any mealure. iuAriimtntal 
in expofing hi* fellow creatures to this mofl horrid of all deaths ?— 
what mufl be the feelings of one who has reafon to fuppofc lie has oc¬ 
casioned fuch a death, by keeping a dog to minifter to his fports or 

caprice ?-1 have mentioned but a fmall part of the mifehiefi. refulr- 

I ing from dogs. Thofe connected with the keeping of fheep deferve 
| pages of comment at a moment when an improved and valuable breed 
| are introducing. After tranfporting merinos acrofs the Atlantic, fev- 
enteen of the moft valuable of them, worth many thotiiadd dollars, 
were killed in a fingle night by dogs. Thefe are merely curfory ob- 
fervations by one who thinks the lives and property of his fellow citi¬ 
zens of more importance than the whims of the capiicious female, or 
the amufement of the unthinking fportfman. 
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The fallowing article is worthy the confideration of perf ons Suffering under the 
j dfeafe of the CONSUMPTION.

WHY DOES A BOAT SINK, WHEN A HOLE IS MADE IN THE 
BOTTOM ? 

Mr. Editor —I often puzzle perfons, who in general reafon cIofcly,by 
' 'this quedion. Many of your readers, fiom habitually confidering this 
•caufe & effect as infeparable, will be difpofed to fmile. 1 will,however 
Jprove its claim to confideration, by reminding them, that the boat, 
which sinks when there is a hole in the bottom, is fpecifically lighter 
than water; that is, we have in this fa<£fc, the philosophical paradox of 
a body finking in a fluid of greater fpecific gravity ! The* caufe is 
worthy of confideration, betaufe, as boats ar.d fhip* are of great im¬ 
portance, dedu<5lions and inferences may arife from its explication of; 
considerable pra&ical utility. In brief then : A boat ot Jhip , the materials 
of xvhich are lighter than water finks -when a hole is made in it below the water , 
the prejfure of the parts of the vcffel which are out of or above water , upon the 
\ parts which arc immerfel. This principle being underflood, numerous 
practical inferences flafh on the mind ; and I ihall briefly date thofe 
that occur to me.—1. When a fhip springs a dangerous leak, the true 
way to prevent her finking is to diminifh her height in the water. 
Whatever is lighter than water Humid be cad overboard without be¬ 
ing detached from the fhip’s body. The mad-, lnould be cut away and 
taflened alongfide, on or under water, and every other light article; 
above the level of the deck in the fame manner ; the very crew fhould j 
immerfe their bodies to their chins, and nothing he allowed to remain 
above the furface that can he conveniently iminerfed. As much iron 
and other bodies fpecifically heavier than water, as poffible, of courle 
fliolud be detached and thrown overboard. By due attention to t his j 
principle, I iliould prefume that no fhip could founder Amply from a 
leak, or filling with water —2. In *efpedt to a boat, the principle is 
the fame. If a boat fprings a leak, or from any other caufe fills with 
water, the paflengers fhould immediately lie down, and keep nothing 
but their faces above water. Every thing heavier than water fhould

he thrown overboard, every thing lighter attached to the Tides, and»| 
nothing be allowed to (land above the level of the water, or on the | 
top of the boat.—:5. By attending to the lame principle, perfons may 
often avoid being drowned. The human body in vital action is fpc- 
ciiically lighter than water ; a living human Body, therefore, will 
fwiflt in water, provided it is not funk by parts of it being raifed above 
the water, which unimmerfed parts force down the parts under the 
water, till the 'nterna! cavities fill. If a perfon who falls into the wa¬ 
ter, holds his breath, till, by the law's of fpecific gravity, lie rifes to the 
furface, and then protrudes no part of his body above the furfacc but 
his face, he cannot fink again. But the weight of his arms alone, if 
lifted our of the water, or even his whole head without appropri¬ 
ate adtion, will be fufHciettt to fink him. Men are drowned, and all 
animal* fwim, when thrown into water, limply becaufe men raife their 
fore ^ above their heads, and animals are not able to do Q). The 
animat links to the level ascertained by his own fpecific grJWty and 
that of the fluid, which leaves, perhaps, nothing but his nofe above 
‘water ; and then, to regain the fihore, he exerts the fame a<Slion with 
his limbs as he does in walking. If men were to remain paflive,keep 
down their hands, trufl to the laws cf fpecific gravity, and put tliem- 
ifelves in the attitude of walking, the fame refults, and the fame fecu- 
rity, would, in general, be the confequence. Savages fw’im from their 
infancy on the fame principle, and civilized man may, in this refpedl, 
condefcend to take a lelTon from favage and animal life ; or, in other 
words, from pure nature. I leave it to the Jeifure, opportunity, patri- 
otifm, or benevolence, of others, to apply thefe fadts to beneficial pur- 

pofes. - 

BURNING TO DEATH. 1 

The Blocking iuftances of females having been burnt to death, ren¬ 
ders the knowledge of a difeovery lately publiflied in a London pa¬ 
per, for their total prevention, of the higheft consequence. The wri¬ 
ter deduces from the principle of theafeenfion of fire, that ladies ought 
to lie down as foon as they difeover their clothes on fire ; that the 
progrefs of the flames will by that means be inftantly checked, and 
may be eafily and deliberately extinguiflied without any fatal injury, 
as ufual, to the head, face, bofom, and throat. He proves his principle 
by the following experiment ; he took two Hips of printed cotton, a 
yard long, and on lighting one of them at the lower end holding it 
perpendicularly, it was confumed to a tinder in a fifth of a minute, and 
the volume of flame was fo great as to rifg. nearly two feet. He then 
lighted an exadtly fimilar piece of cotton, and laid it horizontally on 
a pair of tongs, fo as to He hollow, and in this fituation, it was five* 

I minutes burning, and the 'flames at no one time afeended an inch in 
height, aud might have been extinguiflied by the thumb and finger. 
A lady’s muflin drefs, which might take fire at the fkirt, would burn 
from top to bottom in half 2 minute while flie is (landing upright* but 
if (lie were inflantly to lie down,-even though (lie took no pains to ex- 
tinguifli the flames, ten minutes would elapfe before her drefs would 
be confumed. This plain and eafy experiment ought to be read in the 
prefcnce of the females of every family. __ _ _ j 






SCHOOLS AND LIBRARIES. 

The fupport of good fchools and femmaries of learning is of the 
jutmoft importance. Thefe, in fact, are our intellectual and moral! 
nurferies—where all that is valuable and choice fhould be budded and- 
lengrafted on the young mind and heart—where the tender plants 
jfhould be trained and cultured into future eminence and excellence 
Property, valuable as we allow it to be, is far lefs the fource or ef- 
fential inftrument of happinef6 than we are apt to imagine it, s a 
fecondary and not the principal object gven in a worldly point of view 
[Money cannot, after all, make a fool wife, a dunce a wit, or a man off 
lbad difpofitions happy. If truth and integrity, honour and virtue^ 
'are lacrificed to the god Mammon, it will prove as ftupid and asf 
wretched a piece of idolatry as tjie worfhip of wood and tone, onions! 
and bulls, in preference to the God of the univerfe. As a matter of! 
calculation, a fhare of the wealth of parents cannot be better inveftedj 
than in qualifying their offspring, as far as education can qualify them,: 
to acquire & preferve property, & above all, to ufe with wifdom and' 
enjoy it in the higheft and moft permanent perfection. What are ten/ 
twenty, or a hundred thoufand dollars worth to an ignorant fool, or! 
a mifer, a drunkard or a profligate ! A hundredth part of the money!! 
laid up for children, or ufed in expenfes lefs necefiary than education,* 
might keep them from ignorance or vice, and their property from ruini 
To eftablifh a good fyflem of public education in our republics, 
would be a greater public bleffing in the courfe of rime, than to add aj 
tenth to our crops or our incomes. What will be the value of proper^ 
ty when fierce commotions llia.ll haiafs our minds, w>hen fluctuation] 
revolution and civil war fhall bring their horrors, what I fay, will our, 
property then be worth ? And are we in no danger of thefe calam-{ 
ifies,or are we exempt from the dangers common to men and republics.^ 
Public libraries, or fmall libraries in your own houfes, are of; 
great ufe to children when they leave fchool. Having acquired a habit 1 
of reading and a thirft for knowledge, their minds fhould continue to 
be refrefhed, otherwife they will lofe many imprcllions. Inftead of 
other frivolous amufemenrs, that of gratifying rational curiofity would 
be both amufement and inftruvtion, and by degrees enable them to 
become intelligent members of fociety. Parents ! when you buy fui- 
table books and place them in your houfes, you procure for your 
children good company. Company, always near and ready, which! 
jmay keep them from that which is low, ignorant, foolifli, expenfive or 
vicious. In the mean time it will be no injury to ytu» if you read a little 
(yourfelves. Inft iuctive,aniii4ing, & virtuous books are the cheap fub- 
*jltirute to the poor of a more expenfive education, and frequently ena-l 
|ble them to rife to refpectable Nations in our free republics, and in all! 
[cafes expand the mind, iucreafe its refouices, and are the foundation 
of its true happinefs. 

! Let us endeavour to fecure not merely a life eftateto ourfelves 
but a fee fimple to all future generations— a title fair and fecure as 
poffible to our property, our precious liberties, and all that is juftly 
dear to the heart of man. This can in no other way be fo effectually 
done as by promoting intelligence and virtue. They are the heft bar- 
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riers againft future political or moral evils. They in a thoufand ways 
increafe public profperity and domeftic happiness. And, they will be 
efficacioufly promoted by good fchools and feminaries of learning, and 
by a good fyftem of public education. 


THE NUTMEG. 

It is a fadl which ought to be more generally known, that if a 
nutmeg is begun to be grated at the ftalk end, it will prove hollow 
throughout ; whereas the fame nutmeg, grated from the other end, 
would have proved found and folid to the laft. The centre of a nut-, 
meg, confifts of a number of fibres ifluing from the ftalk and its con- t 
tinuation, thro’ the centre of the fruit, the other ends of which fibres, 
though clofely fur rounded and prefled by the fruit, do not adhere to 
it. When the ftalk is grated away, thofe fibres having loft their hold, : 
gradually drop out, and the nutmeg becomes hollow ; and as more of 
the ftaik is grated away, others drop out in fuccefiion, and the hollow 
continues through the whole nutmeg. By beginning at the contrary^ 
end, the fibres above mentioned are grated off at their core end, with r 
the furrounding fruit,and do not drop out and caufe a hole. Another * 
circumftatice worth knowing, is, that in confequence of the great value 
of the oil of nutmegs, it is often extracted from the nuts that are expo-, 
‘fed to faie, by which they are rendered of very little value. To afeer-;*. 
tain the quality of nutmegs, force a pin into them, and if good, how¬ 
ever dry they may appear, the oil will be feen oozing out all round the 
pin, from the comprellion of the furrounding parts. 

ENGLISH STRAWBERRIES. 

The cuftom of laying draw under ftrawberry plants, when their 
fruit begins to fwell is, probably, very old. The name of the fruit evi- ! 
deuces this, for the plant has no relation to ftraw in any other way, and 
no other European language applies the idea of ftraw to the name of 
the berry, or the plant that bears it. Its ufc in preferving a crop is very'* 
extenfive. It fliades the roots from the fun ; prevents the wafte of 
moifture by evaporation ; and confequently, in dry times, when wa¬ 
tering is neceflary, makes a lefs quantity of water fuffice than would 
be ufed if the fun could a<5l immediately on the furface of the mould.; 
It keeps the leaning fruit from refting on the ground, and gives the 
whole an air of neatnefs, as well as an eflecT: of real cleanlinefs that' 
iliould never be wanting in fruit intended either for the market or 
the deflert. Heavy rains, or watering when ftraw has not been ufed, 
never fail to da(h up abundance of mould, and fix it upon the berries 
This is entirely prevented, as well a» the dirtinefs of thofe berries 
that lean down upon the earth. No earthy tafte will be obferved in' 
eating the fruit that has been ftrawed ; and the cream which is fome- 
times foiled, when mixed with ftrawberries, by the dirt that adheres 
to them, efpecially in the early part of the feafon, will retain to the 
laft drop that uiifullied red and white which gives almoft as much 
fatisfa<5lion to the eye while we are eating it, as the tafte of that moft 
excellent liquor does to the palate.

FIRE. j 

Every idea calculated to diminifh the ravages of this devouring el¬ 
ement, which fo frequently infii&s upon the inhabitants of our cities,' 
towns and villages, fuch tremendous calamities, deferve* fer ousattea-j 
tion. The following has been tried,aiul with the mod falutary confer' 
quences. Let every fire company provide iifelf with a dosen or two 
of the thickeft and largeft blankets ; let them be Bitched together 
double, and provided at the fides with hooks and eyes alternately at 
proper di fiances. As foon as a fire begin*, to rage, let thefe be thrown^ 
•over the roofs of the houfes of the houfes adjacent to that where the 
fire prevails. Houfes of wood ought to be covered on the fides nextj 
to the fire as well as the roof. I feel pretty confident that a fingle 
engine properly worked on houfes covered in this way, would have a', 
more powerful effeCt than ten engines unaided by the blankets. If an 
hundred tons of water were poured upon the roof of a houfe next 
door to a houfe on fire, in ten minutes after the torrent ceafed, the 
fhingles would be as inflammable as at firft ; wherea- a fingle engine 
well directed, would keep the blank#ts conftanrly faturated.

In 1792, the women of Toulon declared themlelves in a ftate of ir 
furrection, and affembli ng in great numbers threatened to hang 
magiftrates, if they did not lower the price of fugar. The procu 
Snydic at firft laughed at their threats, but the multitude ftill refi . t 
to difperfe, he affembled the council general of the commune, and or¬ 
dered the tire engines with a plentiful l’upply of water mixed with 
foot to be drawn out in battle array ; by a vigorous difcharge of this 
fmutty artillery, the infurgents in petticoats were completely routed, 
land retired peaceably to their homes. 

On a gentleman’s reading an account of a tiger fight in the Eaft In¬ 
dies, an Irifhman prefent exclaimtd : * a tiger be hang’d ! why, fir, I 
once faw a couple of Kilkenny cats fight till they devoured each other
